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YEARS REMOVED FROM THE DATING GAME, 
WRITER FINDS IT’S A WHOLE NEW ONLINE WORLD

Getting back into dating was terrifying 

| met my ex when I was 19, married him when I was 22, sepa- 
rated six months before I turned 30. After adjusting to being 

single again for a while, I decided I was ready to contemplate 
dating. Nothing too serious — just wanted to see who was out 
there: 

The dating landscape had changed significantly in a decade 
{ used to think online dating was for basement dwellers who 
were too scared to meet people in the real world, but these days 
looking for a match online is the new normal 

Of the many online dating portals available to me, | chose 
Plenty of Fish because a) a lot of girlfriends went that route, 
and none of them had been murdered yet; b) its interface an- 
noyed me the least; and c) it's free and | had this idea that hav. 
ing to pay for something like this made me more desperate, at 
least in my own eyes. 

Writing a profile seemed pretty easy. They had specific ques- 
tions where you chose from a dropdown list of answers 

Then it was profile-browsing time. It's like online catalogue 
shopping for men! There were options in advanced search that 
let me sort by distance from my postal code, education level, 
hair color, height, body type ... | wasn't really all that picky 
about most of those things, so I only used what I considered to 
be deal-breaker questions at first: | screened out smokers, and 
people who chose “often” under drug use and drinking. This 
resulted in HUNDREDS of results. Yay! I thought. So many to 
choose from! 

Yeah, well, having hundred of profiles to go through isn't all 
that it's cracked up to’be. I found myself doing what | never 
thought I'd do: I didn’t bother to even glance at profiles belong- 
ing to people that didn't catch my eye in their chosen profile 
pic, and the profile pics being displayed were less than an inch 
tall, OF the profiles I actually bothered to pull up, | would skim 
through and with few exceptions, dismiss them after less than 
30 seconds. 

After about 45 minutes of this, I had an epiphany: Holy shit, 
I'm shallow! Is this screening process how | want someone else 
to dismiss MY profile?? Although | was slightly disturbed by 
my newly discovered shallowness, there wasn’t much I could 
do about it, but there was something | could do about my pro- 
file. !went back and rewrote it, borrowing ideas from profiles | 
found myself interested in. 

I discovered the “who viewed you” function was both a bless 
ing and a curse. There was something flattering about simply 
being “checked out", but then, given the insane number of 
views, | was slightly perturbed that they didn’t seem to result in 
much contact. No problem, I'm not scared to do the approach- 
ng, I decided. So I started sending off a bnef note to people 
that looked interesting to me. This resulted in a lot of surprised 
responses that suggested that women on Plenty of Fish rarely 
made first contact. Seriously? Even online, women are waiting 
for men to make the first move?

Again, the built-in functionality of Plenty of Fish was a two 
edged sword. It was nice to know when someone's read your 
note, but a little insulting when you see that they deleted it 
without reading. Mentioning it to a girlfriend, she said that the 
one thing she learned while online dating (and she'd count as a 
success, since she married someone she met online), was that 
you need to have a tough skin 

After a while, I got tired of trying to be creative when writ 
ing notes, since many resulted in no response, so | got lazy: | 
started adding people to my favorites list, since | would always 
look at a profile if someone added me to their favorites list, and 
I'd drop them a quick line if they looked like they were above 
threshold. This did actually work, and saved myself a lot of 
writing to non-responders. 

I also became annoyed at being approached by people with 
whom I had nothing in common. Seeing some patterns among 
those profiles, I listed a bunch of “don’t contact me if" criteria 
on my profile to potential dates: a) if you're high maintenance, 
as in it takes you more than 15 minutes to get from bed to out 
the door to work; b) your profile isn’t filled with generic and 
boring adjectives such as “loyal”, “honest”, “sincere 








caring”, 
and “big-hearted”; and c) your profile contains pictures of you 
trying to look cool with a drink in hand, showing off a big dead 
fish you just pulled out of the water, or not wearing a shirt. 

Not wanting to waste time, | didn’t bother with too much 
online chatter before I'd suggest an in-person meeting. This 
resulted in 20-plus first dates in six weeks time. And this was 
significant since that's more than four times the number of 
people | had gone out with in the first 30 years of my life. 

At first, several girlfriends expressed concerns about strang- 
er danger. On my very first date with someone | met online, 
my friend Peggy insisted that I call as 1 was heading to dinner, 
after I was safely in my car (alone), and when | got home. | 
complied, but the number and frequency of subsequent dating 
adventures meant that that sort of vigilance was impossible, so

BUDGET KEEPS THE BIG BOYS HAPPY 





The provincial budget handed down on, 
Tuesday is an intriguing. often contradictory 
document. 

Despite pre-budget fears that the 
slash-and-bum Tories of old were making 
a comeback under the direction of alleged 
fiscal conservative, Finance Minister Ted 
Morton, Alberta will in fact run up a huge 
deficit — this time a record $4.7 billion. Total 
government spending will increase 4.) per 
cent to $387 billion, also a record and, as 
always, the highest per capita spending of 
any province in the country. 

While education and health care were 
quaking in their boots waiting for the axe to 
fall, Morton surprised everyone by jacking 
up funding to both portfolios. increases in 
health funding are eye-popping — a one- 
time debt repayment of $759 million, and a 
budget Increase of 17 per cent, or $1.7 billion. 

n education, the government's second 
largest expenditure, funding will increase 
$43 million. 

So spending to the two biggest — most 
politically sensitive government depart- 
ments — goes up. Another $1.7 billion 
for health care should go a long way to 
satisfying doctors, nurses, and the public, 
while millions more for education — and 
the startling six-per-cent increase in teacher 
salaries — will ensure another vocal group 
will be pacified. 

Substantial increases to health and 
education mark the official end of the Ralph 
Klein influence on the party. While Klein was 
running the show, health care and education 
were popular whipping boys, and Klein 
seemed intent on reining in their spending. 
Ed Stelmach, on the other hand, has seen 
the light. It’s clearly not worth the political 
pounding the Tories would take from nurses, 
doctors, teachers and the public if they cut 


back on health and education. The message 
from the new Tories is; you want it, you got 
it 

But in other government departments, 
things are much different. 

While most of the early past-budget 
discussion has centered on health care and 
education, there have been substantial cuts 
to 14 other departments, as the Tories found 
$1.3 billion in savings (falling short of their 
$2 billion promise) 

Advanced Education is chopped by $205 
million, which likely means tuition hikes and 
other cost increases for students, Children 
and Youth Services loses $36 million. Culture 
is cut by $35 million, a whopping 15-per-cent 
decrease. Housing and urban affairs is cut by 
‘$112 million. Environmental initiatives, like 
the development of new methods of public 
‘ansit and the scientifically dubious carbon 
capture and storage plan, have been scaled 
back to the point where there will be virtu- 
ally no progress in either area this year. 

‘What will these cuts mean to the average 
Albertan? The devil is in the details, and 
only when the legislature gets down to 
detailed reading and discussion of budget 
documents will we know the impact of the 
cuts. 

By increasing funding to its two most 
sensitive portfolios, the Tories are buying 
Public peace, without having to make hard 
decisions, The Tories are also banking on a 
fetum to good times via the government's 
favourite piggy banks, oll and gas. The 
Geficit will give way toa surplus when the 
beleagured pillars of our economy shore up. 

The strategy appears to be to take a few 
minor hits from less vocal groups in order to 
keep the peace in the health and education 
sectors, An interesting strategy from an 
Interesting document.

‘Own The Podium ... Or Else

The 15 official events of the Vancou: 
ver 2010 Winter Olympic Games are: 
alpine skiing, biathlon, bobsleigh, 
cross-country skiing, curling, figure 
skating, freestyle skiing, ice hockey, 
luge, nordic combined, short track 
speed skating, skeleton, ski jumping, 
snowboarding, and speed skating. 

The 15 official events Canadians 
are interested in at the Vancouver 
2010 Winter Olympic Games are 
hockey, hockey, hockey, men’s hock- 
ey, women's hockey, hockey, figure 
skating, men’s curling, women’s cur!l- 
ing, hockey, hockey, hockey, every: 
thing else combined, and hockey. 

It is only a slight exaggeration to 
say that Canada could claim its big- 
gest medal haul in winter Olympic 
history, and our efforts would still be 
considered a failure if we don't take 


home the gold in men’s hockey. In 
almost every other Olympic event in 
almost any other Olympics, Cana- 
dians would settle for silver. But in 
hockey, silver is for fillings. It's gold 
or nothing 

In fact, there is such an emphasis 
on hockey in this Olympics that it 
seems like the only reason Canada 
bid on the Olympics was so that we 
could have home ice advantage for 
hockey. 

There will be more than enough 
sphincter-clinching pressure on 
Canada’s men’s and women’s hockey 
teams that it should deflect attention 
away from pretty much every other 
Canadian athlete. Nobody is going 
to be tearing their hair out and going 
on drunken binges if Canada fails to 
bring home a gold in biathlon, but 
failure in hockey will result in a na- 
tional funk worse than when Team 
Canada crapped the bed in Turin in 
2006, where we finished a shameful 
seventh overall. 

This is not to say that Canadian 
athletes will not be under scrutiny 
during the games. There is more 
collective pressure on all Canadian 
athletes to bring home the hardware 
than in any previous Olympics, and 
this is a good thing. It might actually 
produce something called ‘results.’ 

This is a pivotal Olympics for Can- 


ada. In much the same way Canada’s 
presence in Afghanistan has trans 

formed our armed forces — and our 
opinion of them — major success in 
Vancouver will be a turning point 
in Canada's relationship with the 
Olympic games. Canada's dirty little 
Olympic shame is that we are the 
only country to have failed to win a 
gold medal when hosting an Olym- 
pic games — no gold in the Montreal 
summer games, no gold in the Cal- 
gary winter games. With the Olym 

pic movement's boast to “own the 
podium", the Canadian sports fan 
will expect — nay, demand — some- 
thing to show for the $100 million 
we've poured into our Olympic pro- 
gram. This is a dramatic departure 
from Canada’s usual Olympic atti- 
tude, when can be summed up in two 
words: nice try, 

If Canada has a great Olympics, 
it will be similar to the Australian 
comeback in the summer Olympics. 

When Australia, the greatest jock 
nation in the world, failed to win a 
gold medal at the summer Olym- 
pics of 1976, the country went on an 
Olympic improvement bender. They 
chose the East German system of a 
centralized, government-sponsored 
sports system, and it worked. (This 
is probably the only good thing to

Vancouver Olympics Is Nothing To Be Proud Of 





HIDDEN NINJA FISH GRIWKOWSKY

The Vancouver 2010 Olympics is the 
most brazen foreign invasion this 
country’s choked down since the.Eu- 
ropeans showed, Unfortunately, it’s 
also an ugly snapshot of an impend 
ing corporate fascism — I really hate 
using that word, but it fits — that's 
slowly suffocating our diminishing 
ly-democratic civilization. Keep your 
eyes and ears open, follow the mon- 
ey, and pay special attention to who's 
making the new rules, and especially 
what these restrictions ultimately 
say about us and how easily we 
fell for thern 

It started out badly enough, as of- 
ficials pushed through the narrative 
frame even before the bid was won, 
bringing on a kind of calculated tip- 


ping point which pre-emptively al- 
lows for no argument. The 2007 
death of Squamish protester Harriet 
Nahanee after being jailed for dis- 
rupting a highway link between Van 
couver and Whistler polarized native 
activism, but the eagle-huggers never 
had a chance 

Note how the ubiquitous Olympic 
ad — the one that doesn’t show giant 
CGlyathletes stepping all over their 
own cities to force the continents 
back into a pretend Pangaea — shows 
a new-owner-proud of well-dressed 
Uncle Tom Jacksons, busy working 
their totem poles into shape, smil- 
ing away because, as each of you well 


boasting regional pride — ‘we were 
made for this’ — and meaningless, 
quasi-internationalism that won't ac 
tually stick. Remember all that com: 
plaining during the summer Olym 
pics about how China was, well, 
being China? Jaw-dropping money is 
being spent on security at the same 
time arts funding has been utterly 
decimated. 

Creating absolutely nothing of any 
value that doesn't already exist for 
free, yet charging for and regulating 
to levels that would make commu 
nist China blush, this “sports event” 
is, as most of you know down deep, 
a behind-the-scenes heavily armed, 


now, people (and they are people) 
who maybe don't play so well with 
others because of things like mental 
illness, despondence from falling off 
the radar — even complete shame 
— are-all forced into tidy little petri 
dishes at night to interact with each 
other. That sounds like fun! No, re: 
ally, it's not “jail,” it's just a place with 
guards you can't leave at your own 
will. How is this happening? As anti 
Olympic activist Chris Shaw puts it, 
“If you have that boundless energy to 
stage this party where is the money 
and the energy and the dedication to 
deal with the major social problem of 
our city?”

Delux Burger Bar Lives Up To Its Name

A good burger is so subjective, don't 
you find? | think that, like the occa- 
sionally random things that provoke 
arousal, your burger preferences are 
imprinted by early experiences your 
conscious mind can't even retrieve 
Those formative burgers, whether 
scarfed at a hockey rink concession 
stand, gas station diner or cookie cut- 
ter franchise, are the Platonic ideal 
we unconsciously long for whenever 
we order a ground beef/chicken/ 
fish sandwich, no matter where we 
search on the continuum of from- 
frozen fast food junk to gourmet pat- 


ty on an artisan roll with fig relish, 
frisée and herbed chévre 

In that respect, Delux Burger Bar 
in what we'll call the Crestwood strip 
mall (for the presiding fancy liquor 
outlet) skews to the more discern 
ing (or at least better equipped with 
discretionary income) burger enthu 
siast. In contrast to similarly niched 
restaurants, including those under 
the same Century Hospitality Group 
umbrella, Delux keeps its bill of fare 
focused on food-on-a-bun, with a 
few appetizers, salads and, of course, 
dessert to round out the meal. Delux 
does pour a broad selection of wine, 
import and domestic beers and pre- 
mium liquors in various combina- 
tions, and specials occur throughout 
the week. The $4 bottled domestic 
must, in part, account for the crowd 
we encountered last week, though 
Wednesday is also $2 slider night 

Delux’s comfortable, vaulted in- 
terior managés to be both stylish 
and unimposing. The low din of 
conversation over a remote thud of 
background music is welcoming and 
youthful handsomes in black Ts and 
denims patrol the place with remark- 
able zeal, catering to whims and 
knowledgably extolling the charms 


of the present venue and other arms

People were sucking down two 
dollar sliders — mini-burgers made 
with Kobe beef — on all sides, but 
we wanted a deeper trawl from the 
menu. We'd start by sharing the beet 


candied pecans, creamy orts of goat 
cheese, fresh dill and white balsamic 
vinaigrette. Even thoughtfully split 
across two plates it looked like a 
healthy portion. 

This is where the subjective part 
comes in: the burgers arrived. Al 
ways keen to share, we sawed them 
each in half and swapped. | started 
with the Out of the Water burger 
which — did you guess? — was made

tato). Our server was particularly en. 
thusiastic about our choice of salad 
And with good reason. Two, count 
“em, two kinds of tender glazed beets 
were sliced thin and layered through 
organic greens tossed with crunchy 


with fish, Stella Artois-battered hali- 
but to be precise. The fish was silken 
and ungreasy, the roll it came on 
fresh-baked, the condiment tartar-y, 
but the sum total didn't linger on the 
palate much after the last bite. 

The Alberta Burger, January's ce-

Batts of sticky spun 
sugar leave something to be desired 
as a digestif, as evidenced by the

Ironically my co-diner, who mildly 
disparaged the meal as sounding bet

If you ask Marsh Murphy to define what an experimental documentary is, the 
executive director of Metro Cinema kind of sheepishly laughs, turns to his 
desk, and opens up a document on his computer. His answer to this type of 
question has been drafted in advance, and contains multiple paragraphs 

"A lot of my definitions are long,” he says, “because I really feel the need 
to be careful.” 

Murphy's meticulousness — which is really just reverence for the work, 
when you get right down to it — is understandable. As one of the curators of 
the second STEM Cell festival, a four-day celebration of alternative storytell- 
ing through film, video, media art, and dance-on-screen, he wants to make 
sure these marginalized works are presented on their own terms. In this way 
Murphy seems almost like a parent, taking pains to describe his each of his 
child's particular quirks exactly the way they were told to him 

Here's the most pared-down definition he gives to describe what STEM Cell 
does: “It’s about telling the truth in non-traditional ways.” 

Simple enough, right? 

Well, yes and no. 

It's simple because our understanding of what a medium like film is, and 
how it works, is severely limited, So disrupting it is actually the easiest thing 
in the world — just hold the camera perfectly still, don’t cut the shot, and 
keep the dialogue muffled and half of the characters off-screen, as, say, Chris 
Chong Chan Fui does in his luminescent Block B, a 20-minute slice-of-life 
documentary about an apartment building in Malaysia. All of a sudden a 
brand new world opens before your eyes. Truth bleeds through in unexpected 
places. 

And it isn’t simple because ... well, it can be hard to get people to turn off 
that Hollywood switch inside their heads. Like many-of the films Metro 
screens on a nightly basis, a festival like STEM Cell runs resolutely against 
the grain of the average moviegoer's expectations.

Once you've accepted that you're not going 
to see a romantic comedy in three acts, there's 
no shortage of delight to be had from the pieces 
Murphy has assembled. These films are funny, 
and beautiful, and smart, and thoroughly acces- 
sible, 

Aside from the documentaries, which have 
been grouped into five different categories and 
include works from John Greyson and Tom 
Sherman, among others, STEM Cell will show- 
case a host of other experimental works, each 
of which playfully pushes at the boundaries of 
its given medium. Mile Zero Dance has curat- 
ed a collection of dance-on-screen pieces — ie. 
dance performances that have been specifically 
composed for the screen — that explore the in- 
tersection of these two usually disparate forms. 
Winnipeg-based visual artist Daniel Barrow will 
be performing his acclaimed manual animation 
piece Every Time I See Your Picture I Cry. Draw 
ing upon magic lantern techniques that pre-date 
cinema, Barrow uses live voice-over and sheets 
of acetate on an overhead projector to tell his sto- 
ry about a garbage man, his self-penned phone 
book, and the serial killer secretly pursuing them 
both. 

“L like the nostalgic elements of obsolete tech- 
nologies — | also like references to the class- 
room,” Barrow says. "I enjoy the idea that any- 
body can create something elaborately beautiful 
using very simple and modest elements. I enjoy 
DIY esthetics in the works of other artists and 
hope in my own work to convey and celebrate 
the same sense of egalitarianism and freedom.” 





Another attention-grabbing piece is the “media 
art abandonware” by an anonymous Edmonton 
artist who goes by the handle Dr, Wik. If all goes 
according to plan (and here Murphy chuckles 
nervously), at some point during the festival the 
good doctor will leave some kind of media device 
—acheap DVD player, a beat-up TV — ina public 
place, with no external sign that it’s also a piece 
of art. Murphy will then receive a text message 
from Wik with the piece’s location, which he will 
in turn post on the festival's website, along with 
some kind of documentation. 

From there, what happens to the piece is en- 
tirely up to its unwitting audience: Murphy al- 
lows that it might get vandalized, destroyed, 
stolen, cleaned up by city officials, or whatever 
else happens to objects left in the public sphere. 
“As soon as you [the artist] walk away from it, 
you abandon it,” Murphy says. “The piece is no 
longer yours.” 

Murphy can give you lots of reasons why films 
like those on display at STEM Cell are worth- 
while in their own right. But does he make an 
intellectual case for the festival as well — that 
everyone must see art like this, in order to be a 
conscientious and better-informed citizen? 

“That kind of prescriptive language I don't 
find to be a particularly effective marketing tech- 
nique,” he replies with a laugh. “But yeah. This 
is an under-documented, under-appreciated kind 
of filmmaking. If you like movies at all, there's 
going to be some great stuff here.” 

You heard the man. Flick the switch already, 
and go have some fun.

know, you guys could be the next 
Nickelback?” 

“I don't want to make shitty mu- 
sic,” laughs guitarist Mark Budd 
while coolly responding to our con- 
versation’s impromptu gatecrash- 
er. Falklands play rock music and, 
rest assured, stay true to their own 
roots, “All of us kinda come from a 
punk-rock background,” says bass- 
ist Lee Klippenstein. “We're taking 
that punk-rock thing and filtering it 
through pop music.” 

Falklands are set to release their 
new €P Bastille Day: a four-song 
straight-up rock ‘n roll jam that takes 
the likes of Nick Lowe or Elvis Cos- 
tello with a pint of dark beer. With 
several tours and three EPs under 
their belt, these Edmonton boys have 
it figured out when it comes to bring- 
ing out the crazy in the small towns 
of the Prairies: “I love playing small 
towns where the only thing they 
have to do is go out and see live mu- 
sic,” Budd says, “they get so amped 
when a band is loud, and the PA is 
breaking up!” 

When they're not busy setting 
off fireworks in a Saskatoon bar, or 
sharing their covered stage with a 
dancing rained-out crowd at a fes- 
tival in Hinton, their tours balance

“There's the odd shows too that 
a lot of people might consider to be 
shitty shows,’” Klippenstein says 
“Some of the mountain towns you 
play, there have been five or six 
people who have stayed around for 
all three sets and danced all night 
you don't need to play to 300 people 
to'have a good time.”

DJ shops now, and most certainly at 
Treehouse Records on Whyte Ave 
nue Where MacDonald works his day 
job. “Please buy a copy,” he implores 
with a chuckle 

While tomorrow night's release 
party at the Common will be a cele- 
bration for MacDonald and the other 
denizens of Danksoul techno (Brian 
“Bron” Wells, his partner in Forafee, 
and Inkwell’s Cam Smith and Ryan 
Trann who will be in from the coast), 
he doesn't mind admitting that it's 
been blood, sweat and tears getting 
there. 

“"Kneesocks’ is actually one of the 
first Inkwell tracks that Ryan and

on. Even though Inkwell already had 
a couple of releases on reputable 
techno labels like Wagon Repair and 
Archipel, it still paid for the Danksoul 
boys to have friends in high places — 
namely established DJ and producer 
Nathan “Hrdysion” Jonson 

‘Nathan did a remix of our first 
single, but I’m not sure we would 
have been able to release it at all 
without his help,” MacDonald says. 
“He actually happened to be out 


drinking with the head buyer for | 


Wordandsound and he really went to 
bat for us, telling the guy that he had 
to give us a shot.” 

With distribution in place, the 
Danksouls also secured Tailored 
Communication for promotion who 
put “Kneesocks" into the hands of all 
the right taste-making DJs worldwide 
The good word so far, says MacDon: 
ald, has been very good — early re 
views of Danksoul'’s inaugural release 
have been universally positive. “Even 
the people at Tailored said that was 
unusual,” beams MacDonald, adding 
that he and the boys are already look 
ing towards DSROO2 

One of the upcoming releases on 
Danksoul Recordings will most cer 
tainly be a Dane Gretzky minimal 
techno original, or perhaps some 
thing a little more subdued under 
his sexy Sergio Valente moniker.

Remember, in here anything is pos- 
sible.

So says an Egyptian goddess in a 
white PVC unitard to a small pink- 
haired avatar figure in Kevin Kerr's 
Spine, this year's graduating BFA 
class’ capstone project, playing now 
at the Timms Centre for the Arts.

If you've ever played Second Life, or 
even Sims 3 or World of Warcraft, 
you'll completely get it 

And most of the twenty-some- 
things in the audience completely 
got it — that Second Life and other 
MMORPGs breathe a literal second 
life into those who play. A life you 
an control, a life where you ‘can 
look and move and act however you 
want — issues that are particularly 
profound for anyone dealing with 
physical challenges, as addressed in 
this play. 

Spine was ¢o-commissioned by 
the University of Alberta and the 
Vancouver 2010 Cultural Olympiad 
ind will be performed at the Special 
Olympics in March. So it's no sur 
prise that the play is full of hope and 
nderstanding for people dealing 
with physical challenges.

So in this way, Kevin Kerr and his 
students hit the nail on the head.

The nail is missed, however, in the 


scope of the production. Those huge 
themes could take up several plays, 
and indeed the final result here feels 
a little too unfocused, and a little too 
ambitious. 

But you can't fault the cast for their 
earnest enthusiasm for the project — 
an enthusiasm that's palpable to even 
the most jaded critic in the audience. 

And the second act works particu- 
larly well. Robert Shannon's gor- 
geous set and a spectacular lighting 
design by Adrian Muir make for a 
fantastic (in all senses of the word) 
imaginary techno-world in which 
avatars interact, dance, fall in love 
and get married, while their real- 
world counterparts learn to navigate 
wheelchairs and come to terms with 
physical and emotional limitations 
There's plenty that’s profound in this 
play, but at times the profundity is 
overshadowed by attempting to cov- 
er too much ground, do too much, 
say too much. Sometimes simplicity 
is best, and this show is anything but 
simple 

All that said, there is much about 
this play that works, and works well 
Special kudos go to the techmical 
team who engineered some pretty 
darn interesting uses of video and 


animation, and to some very fine | 


acting — a real stand out is Nikolai 
Witschl’s fantastic Japanese dialect 
work 

And the message is strong: regard- 
less of whatever limitations you may 
feel, you can be whoever you want to 
be. 

That's a message we all need to 
hear from time to time. Even jaded 
theatre critics.

Playwright Jonathan Harvey came 
out to his parents when he was bare 
ly an adult. He gave them a few years 
to adjust, to support him and then, at 
23, he wrote A Beautiful Thing (then 
alled An Urban Fairy Tale), a hugely 





successful play centred around two 
boys falling in love 

It was both a coming-out story for 
him and a response to the media in 
the early ‘90s. 

“When it was written [in 1991] it 
was very edgy, very risky,” explains 
‘At that 


time, Jonathan Harvey wrote it as a 


director, Justen Bennett 
response to what he was seeing in 
culture as representations of gay life. 
All he was seeing was self-loathing 
and oppression and AIDS and death 
and he was like, ‘That's not what my 
life is like. That's not what I see in my 


life. I don't feel represented here.’ So 


he wrote this play and at the time | 


that was something that wasn't seen. 
It was new, It was something people 
weren't expecting.” 

And they liked it. Its ran was sold 
out, all five weeks of it. Within a mat: 
ter of years A Beautiful Thing was 
made into a TV movie that was so 
popular it was released in theatres. It 
has not only been performed across 
the U.K. but across the world and it 
has been translated into several lan 
guages and has its own cult follow 
ing. And yet, somehow, Walterdale’s 
production is only the third time it's 
been seen in Canada, and the first 
time it's being performed in Alberta 

It's a love story with teeth, Set in 
the early 1990s in southeast London, 


its characters live in the humblest 


of circumstances. “These are poor 
people,” says Justen. “One mother 
is working as a bar maid to support 
her son, the boy next door is being 
beaten, the girl next door is expelled 
They insult one another, | mean they 
love one another, you can see that 
but it's not always nice. They fight 
they taunt and tease. They're rough 
around the edges. And in spite of all 
this, in the middle of these Grcum 
stances, they discover hope.” 

“One of the great things about it, I 
think,” reveals Bennett, “is that back 
when it was written it was this big 
edgy play, and now it's just a great 
story, fantastic characters, charm- 
ing humour. It’s not political. | mean, 
for some people it will be, there are 
some people who are still conserva- 
tive. Who still have hang-ups, who
